What he is new most anxious to do 
le to be able to portray the “finer 
shadings of character in pictures so 
that he can express the philosophy 
of a play and the peychciogy, of its 
people. In other words, De Mille has 
a permanent. motive, the right mo- 
tivation of a story. and knows that 
the soul of a motion picture play mest 
always depend upon bringing an audi- 
ence under an instant conviction of 


the play's 


Herein lies the great difficulty of 
adapting a motion pfcture play from 
some stage performance or some 
novel. Any book from which a picture 
play is taken must often be violated, 
because the minute ft is turned into 
a scenario it fs changed into #ome- 
thing that is entirely different from 
the original. It t# only the child of 
the book and parents cannot be held 
for the crimes of their children, nor 
be crowned for their successes. A 
child has hereditary tendencies, but 
its soul is ite own. 

Nevertheless, Mr. De Mille has 
found himself in a position where he 
has had to do considerable adapting 
for the simple reason that exhibitors, 
no matter how small or great their 
houses may be, would rather have a 
bad picture with a good name than a 
good picture with an unknown name. 
The moral is that it pays to advertise. 
The exhibitor knows the advertis-
